diet consisting almost exclusively of 
:liulled rice. 
He believes his experi 


ments support the 
theory formerly 


held by him, that beri-beri is a dis- 
ease induced by certain 
foods and 


not due to an infection of any kind 
from without, as has been maintained 
by many investigators. 
Dr. Moszkowski, 
who i'n 19U ad 
vanced his theory in an address be 
fore the Berlin Medical Society, re 
ported at the society's last meetin 
the results of the experiment whic 
he has just finished. After a fe-\ 
weeks of hulled rice diet the nervou 
disturbances accompanying 
ber-be 
appeared, and the case was then diag 
nosed as beri-beri by Dr. Schuffne 
the noted authority in this lin'e. Th

ances, and

heart action. 


Dr. Moszkowski then treated him 
self with injections

He recov 
ered rapidly and is now quite wel 
Injections of this extract also cure 
pigeons and hens which had becom 
affected with beri-beri after a hullei 
rice diet.

Increase Nme Hundred Per Cent In 


Thirteen Years—The Farmer and 


the Railroads. 


(By Ellis B. Usher.) 


Milwaukee, August 2.—The latest 
figures as to the appropriations of the 
recently adjourned legislature provid- 
ing for state expense for the next 
biennial period, give the aggregate 
amount at 
$36,298,030. Certainly a 
very tidy sum, and I was'moved when 
I saw the figures to refer back to be- 
ginning oE Progressive financiering, as 
shown by Robert 
M. La 
Follette's 
first message to the legislature, m 
1901. In that message I find a table 
showing the 
disbursements of the 
state for ten years, from 1889, to 1898 
inclusive, to Have been $30,308,506,92, 
and of this showing the governor then 
said: 
., . 
"It shows a steady and rapid in- 
crease in the cost of state government, 
an advance ot almost 50 per cent in the 
cost of state 
government 
within a 
period of ten years is entitled to high 
rank among the facts worthy o£ grave 
consideration in all departments or 
government."

Such facts ought to impress those 
who pay taxes or have any stake in 
states's prosperity. Bait there are other 
facts quite as 
significant, perhaps 
more significant, because they directly 
affect the farmers, who have, for the 
past thirteen years, been the especial 
care of our legislators, if we are to ac- 
cept professions and not results. In 
the message o£ Governor LaFollette to 
which I have referred, he begins an 
exordium upon education with the 
statement — "Wisconsin is an agricul- 
tural state. W-ith comparatively few 
exceptions her .cities are only centers 
of farm prosperity," and much more 
to urge education of the farmers, up- 
on the legislature. 
A result of this 
policy is that the appropriations for 
the present biennial term are; for the 
university, $5,943.578, and for normal 
schools, $2,849,656 or a total for the 
two classes of education of $8,793,234", 
or almost $1,500,000 more than it cost 
to run the entire state fifteen years 
ago, when Governor LaFollette thought 
the growth of expenses serious enough 
to give it a front place in his fessage.

General Jackson has beenia promin 
ent figure in the enforcement of UIE 
.irbhibition laws in Kansas and as At 
torney General of his commonwealth 
was responsible for much 
that was 
done toward a complete eradicatioi 
of the liquor trust. 


As a political axiom thev'speaker de 
lared that government belonged 
to 


and should be under the control of th 
people, and the people only. 
When 
ever .the government passes from the 
control of the people and serves some 
particular interest or group of inter 
sts, the public has been betrayed. 
In these states where the saloon is 
Icensed to do business there is al 
Ways the danger of an interference on 
:he part of the brewfcry 
interests in 
:he matter of legislation, and it was 
too often the case that the saloon men 
demanded the right of dictating whal 
aws regulating their business shal 
and shall not be enforced. Genera: 
Jackson saw as the only absolute rem 
edy for such a situation the absolut 
prohibition of liquor sale in an entire 
state In order to insure freedom from 
.nterference in the government on the 
part of liquor interests. 


The account of the fight in Kansas 
on the liquor trust was given in a 
graphic and interesting manner. The 
unsatisfactory result 
of local option 
was touched upon. The struggle for 
state wide prohibition and the adop 
;ion of the constitutional amendmen 
by the people, proved another interest- 
ing chapter in the state's history. 
The period of the trust's activity after 
the traffic had been prohibited and the 
final eradication 
by the 
important 
suits taken to the - TJnite<f States su- 
preme court, formed the last and most 
important, period of the: contest. 


General-Jackson also dwelt upon the 


beneficial effect that the complete pro 
hibition that prohibited had had upon 
the state as a whole. Fewer insane, 
fewer criminals, fewer county charges 
and a lower death rate are some of 
the ways in which Kansas has pros- 
pered by the determination to keep 
the government in the people's hands. 
General Jackson's address was es- 
pecially interesting 
for the reason 
that it treated of the temperance ques- 
tion from an entirely different angle 
that is usual in the majoriy of in- 
stances. He dealt with it after 
the 


manner of the practical statesman, as 
one of the problems of government in 
the various states • of .this 
country. 
His points were clearly made 
and 
were emphasized with a vigorous and 
oratorical presentation.

for which clasg of sto«k—sheep, cattle, 
or goats—the range is best suited.

The men who have made the stu- 
dies have combined the qualities ot 
practical stockmen and trained bot- 
anists. 
They divided the areas into 
1 such small subdivisions 
that 
maps 
have been prepared which show ex- 
actly the kinds of feed whieh'S!g»bw on 
each acre, and the time.of year it is 
ready for grazing. 
The..mans also 
show the stock's water supply'-and in- 
dicate the kind of stock best suited to 
the area.

The investigation also showed the 
examiner many areas covered ' with 
flourishing: plants
